While all of our teachers undoubtedly have Deen faithful, and done 4 
according to their ability, there is a marked difference in the results. | 
In one school, every reading class is characterized by a clear and correct 
enunciation of every word and syllable—a natural intonation of voice 
according to the sentiments expressed, leading all to say: “What excel- 
lent readers you have.” In the recitations you feel that there is an 
- understanding of the principles and not a mere exercise of the memory 
for the oceasion. In the moral conduct you find conscience and a sense

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of honor have had a more potent influence than harsh words or the 
stinging rod. 

But you ask who was our best teacher in town? We answer: The 
one who had the most tact and love of teaching,—who was most ear- 
nest in all her work,—who most fully inculcated the eternal principles 
of veracity, justice and humanity, love of country, piety to God, obe- 
dience to parents, respect for the aged,and kindness to all. The best 
teacher was the one who by her thorough, practical, winning power 
compelled her scholars to think earnestly, to cultivate every social vir- 
tue, and form the lofty purpose to live and act for the Eternal Future.
